Somewhere in the Philippines 





Greetings! American friends! 
It’s great to be alive from. the 
wholesale massacre and wanton 
destruction of the Philippines by 
the Japanese, the yellow devils! 
Thanks to God; to the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, Champion of De- 
mocracy and Stamp Collector No. 
1 of America; to General Mac- 
‘Arthur’s forces; and to the Amer- 
ican people, the Philippines re- 
gained its lost freedom. 

Dream vs. Nightmare 

Three years of sufferings, fam- 
ine, starvation, commandeering, 
oppression, privation, forced-la- 
bor, rackets, red-tapes, robberies, 
looting, black-market, profiteer- 
ing, inflation, speculation, fear, 
humiliation, brutality and _ tor- 
tures, and naked of civil liberties 
—no freedom of thought, no free- 
dom of speech, and no freedom of 
the press—such was life in the 
Philippines during the Japanese 
occupation. To people who be- 
lieve in democratic ideologies, 
born and brought up in democra- 
tic ways of life—life during the 
Jap occupation of the Philippines 
was neither a practical joke nor 
a dream.

issues were never made public. 
Postal Japhonobiles or the Jap 
postal statelites reasoned out that 
it was a “military secret”! 
Dictators vs. Guerrillas .. .. ese. 
Dictators vs. Guerellas 

Harnessed to this Philatelic 
horse-sense there were specula- 
tion and investment. Speculation 
and investment ran _ supreme. 
Speculators and investors were 
the dictators of the stamp mar- 
ket. Shades of genuine stamp col- 
lectors or “philatelic guerillas” 
who stuck their guns to organized 
philately, self-styled stamp col- 
lectors during the Jap occupation 
were nonetheless than speculators 
and investors. People from differ- 
ent walks of life especially guys 
and gals who got rich quick in 
the Buy-and-Sell racket in col- 
laboration with the Jap racke- 
teers and who had never touched 
a postage stamp in all their life 
were the heaviest investors and 
speculators. 


Invasion & Inflation 

Main factor in the heavy in- 
vestment and_ speculation = on 
stamps during the occupation was 
attributed to the balloon-barrage 
inflation of the Jap invasion mo- 
ney (Mickey Mouse Money to GI 
Joes) that was in circulation at 
the point of a bayonet. Inflation 
was terrible. It went shooting 
high in the sky like a_ B-29. 
Eventually millions of Jap inva- 
sion mazuma were invested on 
Jap ocupation stamps. Why? In- 
vestors and speculators had an 
eye of selling them even at face 





value but with genuine Philip- 
pine money after the present Pa- 
cific War. 


Boom vs. Bombs 

While the boom on the Jap oc- 
cupation stamps was_ shooting 
high, occasionally American 
planes were raining down bombs 
somewhere in the Philippines. 
And then there was the Jap con- 
trolled Bureau of Communica- 
tion, cooking new issues every- 
now-and-then. New issues proved 
to the defunct Bureau of Com- 
munications a lucrative business. 
It was the first time in the history 
of the Philippines that a govern- 
ment department had dipped its 
finger in the jackpot of commer- 
cial philately. With subject bur- 
eau as the fountain-head of new 
issues during the Jap ocupation, 
new stamps plagued the Philip- 
pines and flowed like water from 
the Fasig River (a river at the 
backyard of the Manila Post Of- 
fice.) And stamp collectors, in- 
vestors and speculators were the 
best suckers. As a matter of fact, 
a high postal official when asked 
what was the idea of too many is- 
sues declared that they were not 
issuing stamps for stamp collec- 
tors but for investors and specu- 
lators; Can you imagine that! And 
believe it or not, new issues were 
the only main source of income 
of the defunct Bureau of Commu- 
nications had to “come across” 
the salaries of the postal employ- 
ees and its overhead. 

Nuts vs. Net 

One who had witnessed such a 
stamp craze and racket with 
thousands and thousands of last- 
minute self-styles stamp-nuts 
cannot deny that 90 per cent of 
the postal issues of the Philip- 
pines during the Jap occupation 
and puppet Philippine Republic 
regime were speculative. And 
speculative with a capital “S”. In 
support of this allegation, a “Ma- 
nila Philatelic Diary,” written 
since and during the Jap occupa- 
tion up to the last days of the 
puppet Philippine Republic by 
this correspondent is his mute 
witness.

ATTENTION DEALERS— 
Watch this column for an an- 
nouncement regarding some im- 
portant and progressive steps tak- 
en by the American Stamp Deal- 
ers Association, and which should 
interest all dealers and collectors. 
This is the first, in which I trust 
will be a long series of progress- 
ive steps for the good of all of 
philately. 

LINN’S FOR JULY 12TH—My 
column on page seven surrounded 
a clipping from the Dayton 
(Ohio) Daily News regarding the 
poor photograph of F. D. R. on 
the 3c commen. The article was 
so good. I wish I had written it. 
No acceptances of my challenge 
for the benefit of the Red Cross 
have come my way. For Mr. Linn 
and anyone else who might be in- 
terested—I was a collector in 1919 
-20-21. I was just getting started. 
Unquestionably both Mr. Linn and 
Mr. Harris as dealers would know 
more about what happened in 
those days than I do—from practi- 
cal experience. On the other hand, 
I wasn’t living in 1865, but I know 
a great deal about the Civil War; 
even more than some of our vet- 
erans of that war whose memories 
have faded with the years. And 
talking about the years, did you 
notice that our editor, attempts 
to pass himself off as an old man 
by telling you what was cooking 
after the last war? Why, that 
George Linn is spry and young 
enough to win the 50 yard dash 
at the next convention of SPA or 
the Garfield-Perry. I’ve told you 
before, that photo of him over his 
column is no good. 

FIRST DAY COVERS—I was 
interested in the recent article in 
the same issue anent the doings at 
the main post office when the 3c 
F. D. R. came out. The only thing 
this writer forgot to mention was 
the fact that again—cancellations 
came through “FIRST DAY OF 
TSS-” and then went off the en- 
velope. I am preparing a long 
letter to Postmaster Hannegan, 
including 38 samples (sent to me) 
of the conference stamp which 
have absolutely no value; 14 co- 
pies of the F. D. R. 3c, and about 
180 envelopes which requested a 
philatelic cancellation and which 
were ruined, smeared or deliber- 
ately torn with a finger nail. The 
post office sends a large check 
to the Treasury Dept. as a res- 
ult of stamp collectors pouring 
in large sums of money, and it’s 
just about time that the post of- 
fice got hep to the jive. (That’s 
Bobby socks talk for-getting wise 
to themselves). Last year thirteen 
five cent stamps weer issued with 
hundreds of thousands of first 
day covers sent through ordinary 
channels - at a great profit to the 
p. 0. This year we have had an- 
other 5c stamp and still another 
coming up - and a two. center 
which means we’ll have to affix 
two of them to get them through 
every new stamp brings more 
the mail. All of this “gravy” - but 
cries from collectors regarding the 
mess of the first day cover situa- 
tion. It would seem to me that 
the readers of this paper, all de- 
vout followers of covers, would 
want to get behind a move to 
force the post office to pay atten- 
tion to business. This sloppy at- 
titude must stop some time, and I 
am hoping that an _ intelligent, 
straight forward letter to the new 
postmaster will bring some action. 

ROOSEVELT THREE—An in- 
terested reader points out that 
on the 3c F. D. R. there is a dog 
standing in the roadway in front 
of the White House, and that al- 
tho the series is supposed to show 
the places where our late presi- 
dent lived and show them as he 
lived in them, the flag on the 
White House is at half mast. He 
furthur laments that any stamp 
put out as a memorial to F. D. R. 
Should have been either a black 
Stamp or should have contained a 

lack border around the photo- 
staph. What my friend forgets is

The Patron Saint of Electrical Sciences: 
He ‘Drew Down Fire From the Clouds’ 


By E. E, DEevutscu 

Benjamin Franklin, patron saint of the electrical sciences, is 
credited with being the first to establish that lightning and electricity 
are the same. His experiment with the kite is familiar to many, but 
the story is one that never grows old. With such simple apparatus as 
a kite and a key, he “drew down fire from the clouds” in 1752 and 
opened a new vista in electrical research. 

During a storm he flew a kite, tipped with a metal rod, into a 
thunder cloud. In his hand he held the hemp string and silk cord and 





between them placed an ordinary door key. Very soon, light glowed 
along the string. Then his boldness as a scientist overcame the natural 
fear of the unknown. He touched the key, bringing forth sparks, and 
proved that electricity in the clouds and static electricity produced 
by a hand-cranked machine are identical. 

The value to mankind of this experiment is inestimable. With a 
knowledge of lightning and similar high voltage discharges, scientists 
have been able to devise methods for utilizing the 
effects of electrical impact. Work in this field is 
far from exhausted, but whatever success has 
already been achieved can be attributed to the 
primitive kite and key experiment. As a result 
of it, Franklin invented one of the world’s most 
famous protective devices—the lightning rod. 

The stamps of several countries contribute 
to the illustration of this simple story. The bust 
of Franklin appears 
on many stamps of 
the United States. 
The crossed keys 
on stamps of the Vatican City, although 
symbolic of St. Peter’s keys, are good 
illustrations of the type of door key so 
common in early American homes. 
Stamps of the early Roman States por- 
tray similar designs. The kite appears 
on an Hungarian charity stamp of 1940. 
Lightning is shown on the stamps of several countries. The one pic- 
tured here ig a Cuban airmail stamp of 1935. 
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General Joseph J. Lawler was in 
attendance to represent the post 
office department. Ex-PMG Frank 
Walker was also in attendance. 

Robert Fellers Superintendent 
of the Divisions of Stamps, assiste- 
ed by Harry A. Cowger of the 
Philatelic Agency were in charge 
of first day cancellations for col- 
lectors.

“At a recent A. S. D. A. meeting Hugh M. Clark, editor 


of Scott’s Catalogues, eloquently said: ‘There are two classes 
of stamp dealers, First, those who would like to know if 
their stamps are good. Second, those who don’t give a damn 
and only hope their customers won’t find out.” 


“But my dear Mr Clark, 


you failed to tell us what we 


can or should do about this second group!” 
Here is the answer Mr. Herzog. Revamp and set up the Ameri- 


wem Stamp Dealers Association in guch manner 
most important functions will be to protect the 
collector who buys the stamps that stamp dealers 
live off of. Put within the Association a policing 
policy with a reputable man in 
every stamp collector that he can deal with mem- 
bers of the ASDA with the assurance that he will 
get a clean deal. Advise him that in any event 
where he has done business with any ASDA mem- 
ber and that the transaction has been unsatisfactory 
that he is invited to lay the matter before the 
ASDA immediately and 
through its policing unit will take the matter up 


and thoroughly

that the ASDA itself, 


investigate and that in event the 


dealer is shown to have misrepresented or to have 
W. Linn done business in an unethical manner that the 


‘ASDA will penalize him, perhaps by a system of fines or a marking 
up of black points against his name, a sufficient number of which 
would be cause for expulsion and public announcement of such ex- 


pulsion. 


That the ASDA would also insist that the dealer 


adjust the 


elaim to the satisfaction of the buyer either by a complete refund 
or substitution of satisfactory material. 

If such a plan is incorporated within the ASDA, then the ASDA 
should solicit all dealers to become members, perhaps at an even 
higher rate than now current to provide sufficient funds for proper 
functioning of the Association. Dealer applicants should be admitted 
only after a thorough investigation and one of the points permitting 
membership should be ample proof that the dealer is of legal age, 
has a sufficient stock of material to pose as a stamp dealer or has 
eapital of sufficient amount to back up his activities. 

Such a plan would eliminate from membership those who think 


by buying a $5.00 or a $50.00 dealer stock, that 


they are stamp 


dealers. Applicants for membership should also be obliged to fill 
out forms giving a thorough analysis of their interest or activity as 
a stamp collector or dealer for the years preceeding their application. 

In other words put the ASDA on a sound basis with one of its 
first and foremost objects the protection of the man who makes 


your business possible. 
Then advertise regularly in 


all stamp publications with the 


suggestion to collector and prospective buyer that “you can deal 
with the assurance of absolute safety and protection if you deal 
with ASDA members. Watch for the insignia of the ASDA in all ad- 
vertisements or literature from which you buy stamps. Report any 
unethical practices to the Association.” 

There is your answer, Mr. Herzog and until such a plan is 
adopted the ASDA never can fill the niche that a Stamp Dealers 


Association should fill.

Detroit Post Office, and we learn 
from this correspondence that it 
is the SPUDS that are responsible 
for the smeared cancellations and 
Spuds are not Potatoes in P. O. 
Parlance. 

According to a letter from the 
Detroit Postmaster, a spud is be- 
side each distributing case in the 
postoffice. If and when a letter 
bobs up whereon the cancelling 
machine has_ not cancelled the 
stamp, the clerk rubs the stamps 
on the letter across the spud and 
lo and behold, you get one of those 
cancellations that we have so long 
believed to be thumb cancels.

In the case of the cover in ques- 
tion which Mr. Hoffman submits, 
the cover had gone through the 
cancelling machine upside down, 
thus the cancel was in the op- 
posite corner from the stamps. 
The distributing clerk noticed this 
and applied the cover to the spud 
which effectively cancelled the 
stamps. 

As an example of the difficul- 
ties in which the Post Offices 
must work the Detroit Postmaster 
states that the mail distributing 
crew in the Detroit office is prac- 
tically 100 per cent school chil- 
dren doing temporary work.

11, 1945, show that first 
cover cancelations of the latter 
was the greatest for any single 
postage stamp ever issued. Ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
at the Post Office Department to- 
day, these revised figures show 
that there were 391,650 covers of 
the 3-cent Roosevelt stamp can- 
celed on its first day of issue, 
while for the 3-cent Iwo Jima 
stamp there were 400,279 covers 
serviced when first offered for 
gale, Earlier figures released at 
the Department did not include 
the final number of first day cov- 
ers canceled for either of these 
commemorative postage stamps. 


Victor S. McCloskey Jr., de- 
signed the Iwo Jima stamp. Char- 
les A. Brooks engraved the vig- 
nette and the outline frame, let- 
tering and numeral are by Ed- 
ward H. Helmuth. 

As is well known to all, the 
subject was copied from the Pho- 
tograph taken by Joe Rosenthal 
on the island of Iwo Jima.

October 14, 1944, its first anniver- 
sary when the so-called Laurel 
(puppet President) Commemora- 
tives were supposed to be issued, 
30 different postal items were is- 
sued by the defunct Bureau of 
Communications. Thus within a 
period of one year the puppet 
Philippine Republic had _ given 
philately a stampic headache with 
the issuance of 11 commemora- 
tives, 7 regular postage, 3 semi- 
postals, 4 officials, 3 postal sta- 
tionery (2 embosed stamp envel- 
opes and 1 official postal card) 
and 2 minature sheets, off of 
which had a total face value of 
13 pesos and 47 centavos (P13.- 
47), again in Jap invasion money. 
Parenthetically the 2 miniature 
sheets with a face value of 34 
centavos each were sold by the 
defunct Bureau of Communica- 
tions, to the public at 2 pesos and 
50 centavos (P2.50) for the Inde- 
pendence Issue and one _ peso 
(P1.00) for the National Heroes. 
“What a_ racket!” as_philatelic 
guerrillas say during the Jap oc- 
cupation days. 


Corned-Beef vs. Chicken-Feed 
Relatively during the three 
years of Jap occupation of the 
Philippines, the defunct Bureau of 
Communications had issued a to- 
tal of 71 different postal items 
with a total face value of twenty 
pesos and ninety-seven centavos 
(P20.97) in Jap invasion bills or 
Mickey Mouse Money. Mention 
may be made in this connection 
that the Philatelic Section alone 
sold Jap occupation stamps to the 
tune of P901,680.06 just for the 
year 1943, whereas its average 
annual sales in the pre-war days 
was P63,000 only or ‘“‘chicken- 
feed” in the lingo of guys and gals 
in the Buy-and-Sell racket during 
the Jap occupation days.

Philippine stamps, however, the 
Jap occupation isues have presen- 
ted two schools of thought. They 
are: whether said issues will be 
listed under Japan (now the Em- 
pire of the “Setting” Sun) as 
mere occupation stamps just like 
other foreign occupation issues of 
the First World War, or be chroi- 
cled under the Philippines, this 
latter, if they deserve any cata- 
log listing. So-o-o, Philippine col- 
lectors or specialists are looking 
forward to catalog publishers es- 
pecially the New York boys whe- 
ther they (cat. publishers) will 
recognize the Jap occupation is- 
sues or hold their horses. 
Goose-Step & Double-Time 
Meanwhile let’s skip the Jap 
occupation issues for some other 


time and with the D-Day of 
the Philippines, this  corres- 
pondent in his next  philatelic 
dispatches will give priority 


to Philippine wartime philately 
among some officers and enlisted 
men of General MacArthur’s for- 
ces somewhere in the Philippines, 
who are chasing not only the Jap 
remnants but also Jap occupation 
stamps.

In the past it has been custo- 
mary to supply from. unbroken 
sheets of stamps that portion of 
the sheet showing the plate num- 
ber and printer’s name. The ques- 
tion of the sale of these blocks 
has recently been reviewed, and 
it has been decided that the prac- 
tice of breaking full sheets of 
stamps solely for the purpose of 
supplying plate number and im- 
print blocks can no longer be 
continued. This decision is applic- 
able forthwith, and will apply to 


all New Zealand and Island 
stamps-including Health stamps. 
Plate number and_ imprint 


blocks, therefore, will be supplied 
in future only when full sheets 
are purchased, or when, at the 
time of inquiry, a block happens 
to be available in a sheet held by 
the counter clerk for ordinary 
counter sales. Applications for 
plate number blocks from sheets 
as they are broken cannot be ac- 
cepted.

Change In Overprinted 
6c Airmail Envelopes 


An official Government instruc- 
tion in a Postal Bulletin has 
brought about what should prob- 
ably be considered as a Provision- 
al or different variety in the over- 
printed 2c envelopes which bear 
the “AIR 6c MAIL” in a box 
over the stamps. 
According to Al Shaffer a Buf- 
falo collector who has been over- 
seas for some time and who writes 
us from Casablanca, the mail 
clerks in the APO at this point ad- 
vised Mr Shaffer that a recent 
issue of a Postal Bulletin carried 
instructions that all these 6c en- 
velopes were to be handstamped 
with a large rubber stamp with 
the words “VIA AIR MAIL.” 
This to be done before the en- 
velopes are sold at the potsoffices 
Mr. Shaffer believes that this 
indicates that somewhere along 
the line, these envelopes have 
been treated as ordinary and not 
air mail and that this handstamp- 
ing is done to correct this fault. 
This handstamping being done 
by the Postoffice should make 
such envelopes recognized as pro- 
visional or of a_ different var- 
iety than those without the hand- 
stamp.

An Annual Stamp For 
Philately To Be Issued 


By Spanish Government 


Mailed on the 12th October 
1944, a letter from Madrid, Spain 
has arrived at cur office in Sid- 
mey. The cover bears a mark, 
“This .article has been held by 
the Office of Censorship” and the 
date June 23, 1945 on which it 
was released from that office in 
New York City. 

The cover bears one of those 
"Day of the Stamp” Airmail 
stamps first issued by Spain on 
October 12, 1944. The cover il- 
justrated is a similar one receiv- 
ed at our office several months 
Bago. 

This cover has an interesting 
story in the postmarks on the 
back. It is addressed to our for- 
mer Columbus; Ohio, address. It 
was first backstamped in New 
York on October 10, 1944 altho 
how that is possible with the let- 
ter having been mailed at Madrid 
on the 12th October, we are un- 
able to explain. 

There is another backstamp at 
New York, June 23, which is the 
date on which it was released by 

e Censors. The cover then went 
to Columbus and gets a backstamp 
of June 24th, where it got direc- 
tory service, no doubt and was 
backstamped again June 25th and 
forwarded to Sidney where it 
got a Sidney backstamp of June 
26th and was leivered to our of-

Madrid, October 12, 1944 
Gentlemen: 

The Minister of Treasury pub- 

lished in the “Boletin Oficial 


del Estado” (number 259, dated 
Sept. 15, 1944) a Decree as fol- 
lows: 

“Owing to its world wide signi- 
fication the date of 12th October 
is designed as “el dia del sello” 
(The day of the Stamp) and a 
commemorative stamp will be 
issued each year with previous 
information-regarding the de- 
signs and other characteristics-of 
the “Oficina Filatelica del Esta- 
qo”. 

The present year stamp will be 
an Air Mail one of five Pardo de 
Figueroa, well known as ‘Dr. 
Thebussem by his research and 
publications about the History of 
Spanish Post in last century. The 
number will be limited to 100,000 
and only Air Mail correspondence 
to be posted 12th October can 
be franked with the use of this 
commemorative stamp being lim- 
ited to said date. 

The Oficina Filatelica del Es- 
tado is authorized to retain for 
its own purposes the number of 
stamp judged to be necessary, 
and only 10,000 will remain for 
public subscription ‘until 30th 
September 1944 in the ‘“‘Dideccion 
de Correos”, the rest to be dis- 
tributed by the “Compania Arren- 
dataria” as usual, 

Plates of printing must be de- 
stroyed immediately, and unsold 
stamps, after the date of 12th 
October, will be delivered to the 
Oficina Filatelica del Estado for 
incorporation to the national fil- 
atelic stock (Capital filatelico 
national). 


Philatelic Data On 
1945-46 Duck Stamp 


Twelfth of its series, the 1945- 
46 Federal migratory bird hunt- 
ing stamp, better known as the 
“duck stamp”, can now be pur- 
chased by philatelists as well as 
hunters at all first and second- 
class post offices, advises the 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 

The design of the stamp shows 
a female and two male shoveller 
ducks in flight. The birds are in 
full plumage. 

Rated as one of the most attrac- 
tive of the U. S. Revenues, the 
duck stamp has continued to in- 
crease in popularity among stamp 
collectors since it was first issued 
in August, 1934. Anyone may pur- 
chase the stamp, singly, in blocks,

Unuusual Spanish Cover 








stamps. About twice the size of 
a special delivery stamp, the duck 
stamp costs $1 each. Each year 
the Fish and Wildlife Service, 
which administers the duck 
stamp funds, has a distinctive 
design struck off. 

Migratory waterfowl hunters 
over 16 years of age are required 
by law to have these stamps in 
their possession while hunting 
and each hunter must cancel his 
stamp with his signature. 

For the benefit of collectors, 
the Service supplies the follow- 
ing philatelic data on the 1945- 
46 issue: 

Color: Black and white. 

Origin of the material: Photo- 
graph of a black and white 
water color by Owen J. Gromme, 
furnished by the Fish and Wild- 
life Service, United States De- 
partment of the Interior. 

Designers: Central design by 
Owen J. Gromme; frame and let- 
tering by Victor S. McCloskey, 
Jr. 

Engravers: Vignette by Mat- 
thew D. Fenton; outline frame, 
lettering and numeral by John 
S. Edmondson. 

The artist, Owen Gromme, now 
curator of birds and mammals at 
the Milwaukee Public Museum 
in Milwaukee, Wis., is a native 
of that state, having been born in 
Fond du Lae in 1896. Prior to his 
enlistment in the U. S. Army in 
1918 which took him overseas 
with the 33d Division,jhe was em- 
ployed for a year by the Field 
Museum of Chicago as taxider- 
mist in the N. W. Harris Exten- 
sion Department under Herbert 
L. Stoddard who later became 
famous for his well known book 
on the bob white quail. 

In 1922 Gromme joined the 
Milwaukee Public Museum as a 
bird taxidermist and in 1926 be- 
came the head of his department. 
A year later he was named as the 
Museum’s representative on the 
Cudahy bird and mammal expe- 
dition to Aldska. 

Gromme has been an ardent 
sportsman and widelife student 
since early manhood. Incidental 
to, but as a part of his regular 
work at the museum, he has done 
considerable lecturing on wild- 
life subjects. Since 1926 he has 
supervised the building of bird

and mammal groups and collected 
a considerable portion of the ma- 
terial now on exhibit. In addi- 
tion, he also has painted back- 
ground birds in several of the 
Museum’s bird groups. 

He was a member of the Cud- 
ahy-Massee Milwaukee Public 
Museum expedition which went 
to East Africa in 1928-29 to col- 
lect bird and mammal material 
for the Museum African Halls. 

In order to make graphic studies 
of birds for future mounting at 
the Museum, it was necessary for 
Gromme to learn how to make 
color notes of all fleshy parts and 
to record painted studies of en- 
vironment for the building of 
groups. While in Africa hundreds 
of such records were made in oil. 
Large numbers of water color and 
oil, as well as pencil attitude 
sketches, were made as prelimin- 
ary studies of the birds,
